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The MGM Readjustment 


HE new economic policy for MGM announced !ast 
"haa is a development of far-reaching significance. 

Mr. Nicholas M. Schenck, with a thoroughness and 
decisiveness which long have characterized his adminis- 
tration of Loew’s, Inc., the parent company, dealt realis- 
tically with prevailing conditions in a manner calculated 
to preserve stability and insure eventual betterment. 

Because of the conspicuous position of MGM in the 
world-wide affairs of the motion picture industry the 
policies and procedures set to work in that company may 
not correctly be interpreted as merely a single company 
matter. The impress will be widespread and its effects, 
in spirit and purpose, will be felt throughout the 
business. 

It is encouraging to observe that the procedures put 
in work by Mr. Schenck reflect an argument set forth in 
an editorial entitled, “Art and Business,” which appeared 
on this page in the issue of June 14, The editorial con- 
tended that a state of affairs had been reached at which 
it was imperative that a thorough-going overhaul of 
financial practice in production be entered upon. It was 
contended that within present and forseeable revenues 
a healthy and profitable industry can be maintained— 
provided only that those dispensable excesses of cost 
which grew up in production, due to the nature of the 
process and the lush prosperity of earlier years, are 
eliminated. 

The new order established in MGM is an encouraging 
and not a discouraging development. In that direction 
lies a better and eventually a more profitable industry for 
all concerned. Anything less thorough and positive 
would only be like a narcotic to a patient—a palliative 


but no cure. 
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So Goes Television 


S TIME passes it seems the most accurate prophets 
of the impact of television are those who compare 
it with radio. “As radio went, so goes TV” may 

become a maxim, Already it is certain that TV is not 
going to be an entertainment medium so sweeping as to 
blot out all competition—or an advertising medium so 
effective as to constitute a mortal threat to newspapers 
and magazines. 

One reason why the prophets of doom for all but tele- 
vision broadcasters have had the field relatively uncon- 
tested until recently is that television is so new that 
statistics are largely “guesstimates.” In these circum- 
stances the imagination can run unbridled. 

Only a few weeks ago Bing Crosby’s TV network 
debut in which he was teamed with Bob Hope in a “tele- 
thon” to raise funds to send U. S. athletes to the Olym- 
pics in Helsinki, was hailed by TV pundits as a demon- 
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stration of the power of the medium. At the time it was 
said that over a million dollars was raised. Now it has 
been reported that actual receipts were only about $100,- 
000—a small sum in comparison with the talent, time 
and facilities devoted to the show. About ninety per 
cent of the pledges apparently were made only for pub- 
licity purposes. The results of the Crosby-Hope telethon 
place that type of TV program in the category of flag- 
pole-sitting, fish-swallowing, dance marathons and such 
stunts of dubious and progressively decreasing value. 

More serious than the failure of the “telethon” is the 
fact that a growing number of advertisers are engaged 
in an almost frantic scramble for effective TV programs. 
By that is meant not alone programs that will reach 
large audiences but those that will help move goods off 
retailers’ shelves. 

The very big national advertisers—those whose annual 
budget is measured in the millions—are not daunted by 
TV’s costs although they are of course a deterrent to 
most smaller firms. However, even the giants of Amer- 
ican advertising will experiment with a medium only to 
a certain extent. Sales dollars must follow advertising 
expenditures. In some cases constructive sales effects 
of important TV shows have not been subject to 


measurement.

ONLY HUFFS AND PUFFS 


Exhibitors Report Upturn 
as “Patrons” Walk Out 
on Living Room Show 


Television took an unexpected licking last 
week when the public failed to stay home 
to follow the proceedings of the Republican 
national convention on their living room 
screens. 

Not only did the televised con- 
vention fail to hurt the motion 
picture theatres, but exhibitors in 
a good many areas of the country 
reported an upswing in business 
at both the regular houses and the 
drive-ins, 

Theatre men, who had been set for a 
sharp box office drop during the convention, 
were as puzzled as they were pleased over 
the development which some blamed on the 
heat and others on the lack of drama as 
the Republicans wrangled over candidates. 

The television networks went all out in 
covering the event. Practically all commer- 
cial shows were cancelled for the afternoons 
and evenings of the convention week and 
instead the TV cameras focused on the hot 
and hectic proceedings in Chicago’s Amphi- 
theatre where, for the better part of the 
time, they found nothing but noisy delegates 
and droning speakers. 

Exhibitors now hope the Democratic con- 
vention will follow the same pattern. The 
Democrats convene at the Amphitheatre 
Monday and there are good reasons to sus- 
pect that they may have taken some TV 
hints from their Republican predecessors. 
The networks, too, will make efforts to con- 
centrate their coverage and to heighten the 
appeal of the presentation. 

While most theatres appeared unaffected 
last week, some did feel that the MacArthur 
keynote speech and the Eisenhower accept- 
ance address cut into their business. In the 
west, and to an extent also in the east, the 
timing of the convention action was such 
that it favored the theatres. And, finally, 
the conclave wound up Friday, leaving the 
theatres’ weekend business unaffected. 


Favorite Shows Off, So 
People Turned to Movies 


The general theory prevails that the 
heavy dullness of much of the televised con- 
vention picture contributed to the generally 
good business chalked up by the theatres, 
with people who were unable to see their 
favorite shows going to a movie instead. 

Following are city-by-city reports sent in 
by HerALp correspondents in the field: 

Kansas City: Extra good attendance 
prevailed here at the theatres during the 
convention. Fox Midwest theatres were in 
the midst of their “Rhoden Week” campaign 
and the promotions had excellent results. 
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NEWSREELS SPEED 
CONVENTION FOOTAGE 


While television made the most 
noise, the Republican National Con- 
vention at Chicago didn't find the 
newsreels idle. Footage of conven- 
tion highlights was shipped to the 
theatres at record speed. Universal 
Newsreel editors, anticipating the 
nomination of Gen. ree pre- 
pared a newsreel clip announcing the 
event in advance. The second the 
word was flashed from Chicago that 
the balloting was over, the clip was 
on its way to the theatres, giving 
audiences the background the same 
afternoon and evening. 


The pickup of business, which started right 
after the dismissal of schools and received 
further emphasis by the good July 4 busi 
ness, continued. 

A number of exhibitors credited the con 
vention for the good attendance. There 
were some who looked at their TV sets once 
or twice and, after finding little to interest 
them, turned them off and went to the thea- 
tres. Some exhibitors thought the public, 
spoiled by the complete presentations of- 
fered by the newsreels, could not accustom 
itself to the radically different manner ot 
TV’s presentation. 

Detroit: Earl J. Hudson, president of 
United Detroit Theatres, and M. F. Gow- 
thorpe, president of Butterfield Theatres of 
Michigan, compared notes on the convention 
and found that “with the Republican conven 
tion on all the TV channels, our business 
was better than the same nights last year 
and better than it has been in months.” 

The box office did better than average 
husiness at most theatres here. Drive-ins 
did exceptionally well, which was attribut- 
able to the fine weather. 

New Orleans: The Republican conven- 
tion did not measure up to expectations here, 
Some thought the MacArthur speech kept 
people home but others pointed out that 
Monday night business was never very 
strong anyhow. Exhibitors here are now 
more convinced than ever that television is 
no serious threat to their continued exist- 
ence. 

San Francisco: Showmen here differ 
in their opinions on the effects of the con 
vention on the theatres, George Milner, 
head booker at Fox West Coast Theatres 
of Northern California, said business was 
up Monday and Tuesday with the latter 
day turning out to be the biggest in some 
time for this territory. Mr. Milner reported 
business much better than anticipated. “We 
sure must have more Democrats than Re 


publicans in San Francisco,” he observed 
jokingly. 

\t Loew's Warfield, Boyd Sparrow, man- 
ager, thought the convention had definitely 
cut into the box office gross, but he added 
that the house was sold out for a preview 
showing of “Pat and Mike’ Monday night. 
North coast district manager Graham Kis- 
lingbury thought the convention “didn’t 
hurt a bit” and he too said Tuesday business 
was exceptionally high. 

St. Louis: Many theatres had arranged 
to have television sets in their lobbies dur- 
ing the convention, but a great many people 
nevertheless did stay home to follow. the 
Republican nominating show on TY. 

Chicago: Exhibitors in this convention 
city had expected the worst but it didn’t 
come, Local theatremen, in the outlying dis 
tricts particularly, had feared a slump. In- 
stead, business continued on a steady up 
ward curve and in many instances was con 
siderably better than it had been the previ 
ous week 

Cleveland: The convention was a boon 
to us, one exhibitor reported and others

tainment drove the public to the theatres. 
Many called theatres for time schedules so 
as to catch the first evening show and to 
return home in time to see convention high 
lights. 

Buffalo: The monotony of the early 
convention proceedings and the prevailing 
lack of interest in politics helped the thea 
tres. “Sunday to Wednesday business in 
every one of our situations was better than 
at any time going back to Easter,” said 
Elmer F. Lux, vice-president and general 
manager of Lazar Theatres Inc. and presi 
dent of the Buffalo Common Council. 

Cincinnati: Box office receipts at first- 
run and neighborhood theatres were lower 
last week here in Senator Taft’s home town. 
The drop was most pronounced Monday and 
Tuesday when the addresses of Gen. Mac- 
Arthur and Herbert Hoover were telecast. 

Columbus: Business reached an above 
summer average during the convention 
week. Downtown theatres drew good 
crowds, particularly at matinees. It was 
thought that many of the younger crowd 
were not interested in the Chicago proceed 
ings and decided to enjoy themselves at the 
movies instead

Kidophor 
Is Defended 
By Skouras 


Spyros P. Skouras, president of Twen- 
tieth Century-Fox, replied last week to eri- 
tical observations on the eventual functions 
of 20th-Fox’s Eidophor color theatre televi- 
sion system, voiced in the Vew York Times 
by the paper’s film critic, Bosley Crowther, 

Mr. Crowther’s article, while paying trib- 
ute to the technical perfection of Eidophor, 
made the point that the shows projected by 
Eidephor might possibly be put on color 
film with equal results. It differentiated 
between sports and news events and the 
offering of entertainment shows and said: 
that a great deal of 
hope is being placed in a piece of complex 
mechanism that adds no element of expres- 
sion to the screen.” 

In a full-column “Letter to the Editor,” 
Mr. Skouras wrote Mr. Crowther had 
missed the point about what Eidophor en- 
tertainment will be. “It will not have the 
nature of a motion picture film,” he de- 
clared. “Its strong appeal, by the testimony

of veteran showmen, will be in its immedi- 
acy—its quick adaptability for presenting 
live shows of unmistakably popular appeal.” 
Mr. Skouras cited the possibility of a thea- 
tre telecast of Judy Garland which, he said, 
would have enormous appeal “for the very 
reason that it would be a live presentation 
and not a film.” 

“The very freshness and spontaneity of 
Fidophor showings will complement the 
film fare and provide increased and varied 
recreational advantages for large and recep- 
tive audiences,” Mr. Skouras wrote. He 
added that the novelty of “live” presenta- 
tions would last “as long as the element of 
the entertainment is kept at a high level 
together with the element of immediacy.” 
And he predicted the elimination of “B” 
pictures to make room for Eidophor show- 
ings, “raising the standards of motion pic- 
tures to heights vet unrealized.”

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Exhibitors 
To Name Tax 
ight Heads 


With the basic strategy and policy for 
the nation-wide campaign by the film indus- 
try against the 20 per cent Federal admis- 
sions tax already worked out, the emphasis 
this week was on completing the campaign’s 
organization at the local level. 

The New York headquarters of the Coun- 
cil of Motion Picture Organizations, an- 
nounced that letters were to be sent to Jead- 
ing exhibitors throughout the country ask- 
ing them to set up state anti-tax committees. 
The chairmen of the state anti-tax commit- 
tees also will be named by the local units. 
Naturally, the COMPO office in New York 
will be available under the direction of Col. 
H. A. Cole and Pat McGee, co-chairmen of 
tax committee, to supply the local groups 
with any information or other help. 

Since the public will not be approached 
for support in the campaign, and with the 
strategy aimed at direct contact with legis- 
lators and nominees for political office, the 
public relations aspects of the drive will 
necessitate special handling. The policy and 
publicity committee includes Oscar A. Doob, 
chairman; Sam Rosen and Robert Weitman. 

Meanwhile from three areas in the coun 
try have already come reports that the cam- 
paign is ready to roll: In Michigan, the 
regional Allied unit pledged its full support 
to the COMPO anti-tax drive—tfull repeal 
and savings not being passed on to the 
public—after hearing a report from Allen 
Johnson; in Minneapolis, Benjamin Berger, 
head ot North Central Allied, urged mem 
hers to see their congressman or senator 
and “get a firm commitment to vote against 
the tax”; and in Richmond, Va., Sidney L. 
Bowden, president, announced that the Vi 
ginia Motion Picture Theatres Association 
was planning a series of meetings starting 
July 31 to organize the exhibitors in all the 
congressional districts. 

Important support this week also came 
from the heads of Theatre Owners of Amer- 
ica, Allied States and Western Theatre Own- 
ers, who sent letters urging members to 
remit their COMPO dues in order that the 
tax campaigns have proper financing. A 
special dues collection drive will be held 
August 11-18.

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Labor Hits 
Production 


Outside U.S. 


HOLLYWOOD: Concerned with what it 
termed “runaway” production of films by 
American producers abroad, the Hollywood 
Film Council last week protested such activ- 
ities in instances where producers go else- 
where to cut production costs and = get 
cheaper labor. 

Both films for theatres and for television 
are included in the campaign launched by 
the Council. 

Long concerned with the exodus of Holly 
wood production, the Council last April 
appointed a committee to investigate. 

\t a meeting last week, the Council heard 
the full report and subsequently passed its 
resolution against foreign film making. 

“We are not objecting to the making of 
pictures abroad for the purpose of using up 
trozen assets or of obtaining authentic back- 
grounds,” Dolph Thomas, chairman of the 
group, said. “But we will try to stop the 
growing tendency here among Hollywood 
producers, especially in television, to do 
their shooting in foreign countries princi- 
pally to cut costs. Hollywood employment 
already has been considerably decreased by 
these activities.” 

Foreign production jaunts lately have 
been less frequent. Studios have indicated 
they find it more economic to send camera 
units abroad and to integrate this back- 
ground footage with the main body of the 
picture shot on the Hollywood sound stages.

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INDUSTRY ARBITRATION 


AT CRITICAL CROSSROAD 


Depends on Willingness 
of Company Heads to 
Step Into Breach 


Whether the heads of the major distri- 
bution companies are willing to or are able 
to participate actively in future discussions, 
appears to be the crux of a crisis now faced 
in the all-industry arbitration talks. 

It is no secret that representatives of 
both distribution and exhibition have found 
their discussions snagged time and again 
over such sensitive points as including bid- 
ding as an arbitrable subject. The inabil- 
ity or unwillingness of distributor represen- 
tatives to make spot decisions, as is the 
claim of some exhibitor delegates, have 
caused the discussions to go along at a 
snail’s pace. 


Now Give-and-Take 
In Small Group 


The first series of talks in the spring, 
widely hailed and attended, have gradually 
resolved themselves into give-and-take talks 
within a small group of theatre owners and 
distributor delegates. But here, too, it was 
found that certain phases of the arbitration 
report as drawn up by the drafting commit- 
tee headed by Herman M. Levy, Theatre 
Owners of America general counsel, re- 
sulted in deadlocked points of view by those 
participating in the talks. 

It was at this point that the exhibitor 
leaders claimed that while they were able 
to consider and make decisions on problems 
as they came up, the distributor delegates 
delayed their decisions pending consulta- 
tion with the higher-ups at the home office. 
The only way out of this difficulty, the thea- 
tre owners claimed, was to have the com- 
pany presidents themselves participate in 
the discussions. 

That this request by the exhibitors is get- 
ting serious consideration is pointed up in 
a statement by Eric Johnston, president of 
the Motion Picture Association of America 
last week that he would check with the com- 
pany presidents to see if such an arrange- 
ment could be worked out. 


Many Delegates Are 
Disappointed at Progress 


It is pointed out that while there is still 
an optimistic air in the industry that an arbi- 
tration system can be established providing 
both sides are willing to unbend—many of 
the delegates are frankly disappointed that 
more progress hasn't been made. 

In the “Progress Report’’ issued last week 
by TOA, Mr. Levy reported on the arbitra- 
tion talks and had some significant comment 
to make. After speaking of the “very aus- 
picious start” made at the first meetings 
in May, Mr. Levy said “the industry was

fully represented, and united, both on the 
adoption of the principle of arbitration and, 
substantially, on the scope of arbitration. 

“It was the concensus that the wider the 
scope, the greater the appeal to the exhi- 
bitor—and, in direct ratio, the greater the 
chance of diminution in the great amount 
of litigation plaguing the industry. My own 
feeling regarding the scope is that the ir- 
reducible minimum must be the injunctive 
provisions (of the anti-trust decree) 
plus as many other matters as possible, such 
as breach of contract, aspects of competitive 
bidding, etc.” 

Mr. Levy described the formation of a 
drafting committee “to prepare the plan 
based upon the conclusions of agreement of 
the conference.” The report was completed 
and submitted to the delegates but painstak- 
ing progress was made in approving the for- 
mula point by point. The report went back 
to a smaller committee for purposes of 
speeding the approval, but here was where 
the exhibitors complained that it was diffi- 
cult to make any progress without the com- 
pany presidents being in on the talks. 


Most Attorneys Busy 
With Film Litigation 


Referring back to the drafting committee 
which prepared the report, Mr. Levy said, 
“Unfortunately, most of the distributor at- 
torneys were very occupied with current 
litigation matters and were, therefore, un- 
able to devote time, in sufficient amount, to 
undertake the drafting assignment.” 

Meanwhile, as the industry executives 
were discussing the possibility of the com- 
pany heads participating in the arbitration 
discussions, it was learned that the need for 
local offices—if and when all-industry 
arbitration plan is adopted—may be filled to 
some extent by TOA’s regional grievance 
panels. These panels were set up some time 


ago in several areas, such as Charlotte, At 
lanta, and eastern Tennessee. 

It is not likely that any action will be 
taken to revitalize the organization of the 
grievance units until after the TOA national 
convention in the fall. The analysis of the 
possible use of the TOA panels is that any 
arbitration system will in all likelihood in- 
clude certain provisions for conciliation, or 
settling disputes amicably before they reach 
the stage of arbitration. The TOA units, 
therefore, would be ready to go ahead with 
its conciliation work at a moment's notice. 


Sales Heads May Get More 
Authority in Matter 


Mr. Johnston’s statement that he 
look into the matter about the presidents 
joining the talks, came at the end of a meet- 
ing of distributor representatives called by 
him in an effort to speed the arbitration 
talks. While it appeared unlikely that a 
suitable date could be picked when all the 
presidents would be available for a meeting, 
it did seem probable that as an alternative,

agers would be given additional authority 
to make their own policy during the nego- 
tiations. 

Mr. Johnston asked that the distributors 
report back to him at a meeting July 21. 
The latest arbitration meeting was ad- 
journed last week after the exhibitors com 
plained at the slow progress made.

LONDON: With exhibitors adamant 
against the trade supplying films for televi- 
sion, the British Broadcasting Corporation 
is going ahead with plans for producing its 
own films.

At the Cinematograph Exhibitors’ Asso- 
ciation convention at Llandudno last week, 
exhibitors decided to discontinue trading 
with any renter or producer making or 
handling films for both television and cin- 
ema exhibition. 

The exhibitors also turned down the sug- 
gestion by the British Film Producers Asso- 
ciation for an exploratory meeting with the 
BBC until something of a substantial nature 
arises either from the Government or the

The theatre company allegedly 
refused to play the picture at its Canon thea- 
tre, Beverly Hills, after having signed a 
contract to do so. Speaking for the de- 
fendants, Horace Boos, Jr., said the contract 
had been entered into before the film had 
been seen, and that after seeing the film, 
\.B.C. had decided that the film was too 
unfair to Hollywood. The picture was 
scheduled to have opened at the Canon 
July 24.

pay to see our shows. The 20 per cent tax 
is the difference between profit and loss tor 
thousands of theatres. If they have to keep 
paying, they will go broke, but if they can 
keep it they have a good chance to survive, 
particulary in the TV areas. The 20 per 
cent tax is unfair, unjustified and diserim- 
inatory and it is slowly strangling our great 
industry. Even the smallest theatre pays 
around $2,500 a year to the U. S.. which 
could be ‘eating’ money for the exhibitor.” 

This was his comment on multiple runs: 

“Ways and means must be found to stop 
‘multiple runs’. This evil has done more to 
ruin the business than any single factor. 
The running of the same picture in a num- 
ber of theatres in the same area, at the 
same time means we ‘just dare our public to 
go to a theatre’. . . we lock them out. This 
evil of multiple runs has grown because the 
distributors have taken the easy way out to 
settle their problems. . . . They just charge 
all runs the same price and let them play the 
picture at the same time.” 


Wants Incentive Selling 


\ttacking present sales policies and ap- 
pealing for a return to incentive selling, Mr. 
Harvey said 

“The present sales policies preclude ex- 
hibitors from making a profit. All of the 
distributors seem to have adopted an atti- 
tude of ‘take it or leave it’ and they set 
terms we are unable to live with. . . .

The French Cinema Confederation and 
the industry would fight the new Govern- 
ment proposals to put the industry on its 
feet, Says M. Weil Lorac, head of the Con- 
federation. The organization primarily com- 
plains over the method of financing. It 
maintains that the full financial burden falls 
on the industry and that this is quite unac- 
ceptable. 

It is understood here that foreign distribu 
tors in France are very worried over the 
new taxe de sortie.

French exhibitors are taking up arms 
against the non-commercial theatres. Under 
the laws, one passed in 1949 and the other in 


1951, these non-commercial houses pay no 
taxes. They are generally meant to be edu- 
cational. 

Altogether, there are about 15,000 non- 
commercial theatres in France (almost none 
in Paris) but of these 3,000 are on the mar- 
gin. That is to say they attract the public. 
they show regular films, but they pay no 
taxes. Ostensibly, they are run by a re- 
ligious, political or other group, but that is 
beside the point. The public frequents these 
cinemas because they are cheap. Those who 
run them make money because they do not 
have to pay taxes. 

The whole question is now being examined 
by the Government and legislation may be 
passed. Government action does not always 
cover the problem. And so the Exhibitors’ 
Syndicate is asking all members to insist 
that the films they take from renters should 
not be available for the non-commercial 
theatres for five year

A total of 307 films were released in 
Denmark during 1951 and of these 215 came 
trom the U. S. The biggest successes were 
“Annie Get Your Gun,” “Kind Hearts and 
Coronets,” “Rebecca,” “Father of the Bride” 
and others. 

MGM recently released “An American in 
Paris” here, and it did not attain the suc- 
cess that had been expected of it. Several 
of the big Metro pictures still have not been 
here, including “Gone with the Wind,” “The 
Great Caruso,” “Quo Vadis” and “King 
Solomon's Mines.” 

The United Artists release, “He Ran All 
the Way,” which was banned in Sweden, 
has been released here and had a very good 
press reception, Other recent hits included 
“Here Comes the Groom,” “The Miracle 
of Milan” and “Where No Vultures Fly.” 

The allocation for 1952 amounted to a 
total of d.kr. 3,150,000, or exactly the same 
amount as last year. The eight American 
companies were granted 67.9 per cent, or 
about d-kr. 2,000,000 MGM, and 20th-Fox 
alone took more than d.kr. 850,000. 

Carl Th. Dreyer, whose film “Grapes ot 
Wrath” won world fame, was given the ex- 
hibitors license for the excellent 800-seat 
theatre Dagmar Bio.

Following the lead of MGM and ensuing 
favorable comment trom all parts of the 
country, all the major companies now are 
offering exhibitors the new, combined ad- 
vertising-publicity campaign mats, accord 
ing to a report last week from George Dem- 
bow of National Screen Service. 

The new mats, designed for theatres with 
minimum advertising budgets, are bargain 
combinations priced at 35 cents and includ- 
ing various sized ads as well as publicity 
stills. Savings realized by exhibitors are 
upwards of $1 on all of the mats, if the 
individual mats on the master sheets were 
purchased separately. 

Credited as being the prime mover be- 
hind the new mat idea is Walter Brooks, 
director of the Managers’ Round Table ot 
Motion Picture HeraALp, For some months 
Mr. Brooks backed the idea, which first 
was adopted by MGM. The latter in May 
announced that beginning with its press 
books for “Young Man With Ideas” it 
would make combination advertising-publi- 
city mats available for all its pictures. 

\side from their economy, the combina- 
tions also are praised for the impetus they 
give for the use of more publicity mats— 
items which managers can always use to 
advantage, according to Mr. Brooks. On 
the master mats, publicity stills are fur- 
nished the exhibitor at a price best des- 
eribed as “much less than nominal.” 

Exhibitor reaction to the MGM_ experi- 
ment was immediately and unanimously 
favorable. Robert Bowman, manager of the 
Warner, Erie, Pa., described it as a ‘‘ser- 
vice exhibitors have been waiting for too 
long” and “an exhibitor’s dream come true.” 

Earl B. Raifstanger, manager of the 
Mahaiwe, Great Barrington, Mass., called 
it an excellent idea and said that it should 
tend to increase business since many thea- 
tres that haven't in the past now will use 
the scene mats in their publicity. Like 
reactions were expressed from theatre man- 
agers in Kansas City, Dallas and Tampa, 
leading, of course, to the adoption of the 
idea by all the distributing companies.

Trueman thinks they have 
enough to worry about, with the bad news 
from Korea and the state of the nation, 
and that it's our job, as purveyors of the 
public's most popular entertainment, to 
deal out more to make them glad. 

Right now, Bing and Bob are back, and 
that's good news that we can pass along. 
We've seen the two new pictures, Bob 
Hope's and Bing Crosby's, and you'll be 
delighted, out there! “Son of a Paleface” 
is a really funny picture, featuring Bob 
Hope, Jane Russell, Roy Rogers and Trig- 
ger, and the laughs will come up and hit 
you again, the second day following. Folks 
will still be laughing, long afterwards, and 
that's the best proof of good entertain- 
ment.

Tenderfoot Bob Hope, blithely riding across 
the desert in a 1906 hot rod, turns to two hun- 
gry buzzards drooling on the back seat and 
says, “Stop looking at the menu.” Exhibitors 
hungry for patrons will look avidly at this menu 
because it represents delectably balanced 
meal well calculated to leave the cash box with 
that full, well-satistied feeling. 

The principal chet of this well-designed, ex 
quisitely cooked and Technicolor-fully served 
repast was producer Robert L. Welch, whose 
guiding hand is apparent in the seasoning, the 
garnishing, and in keeping a tight rein on what 
could easily have been ordinary slapstick. His 
touch is apparent also in the seript which he 


did in collaboration with the director, Frank 
lashlin, and Joseph Quillan 
The ingredients, of course, are Bob Hope 


and Jane Russell, the team that made “The 
Paleface” a success. Their performances are a 
refinement and perfection of the uproarious do 
ings in that previous laugh epic This time 
there is additional plus value in the appearance 
of Roy Rogers and Trigger.
